FIRST INVENTORY SINCE 1886 


Discrepancy Due to Lax Bookkeeping, 
He Says,.and He Has No Suspl- 
clon of Wrongdoing.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—The investiga- 
tion begun two years ago of the account- 
ing systems at the various navy yards 
has at last borne fruit. This investi- 
gation was made by Secretary Meyer in 
the effort to bolster up his fight with 
the House ‘Naval Committee. The 
first navy yard: in which “accountants 
were placed was Boston,’ in July, 1009; 
then at the other yards in the. following 
order:, New York, Philadelphia, Norfolk, 
Portsmouth, N. H.; Puget Sound, Mare 
Island, Charleston, and Cavite and Olon- 
gapo. At none of these yards were any 
very glaring discoveries of loss by ac- 
counting made. To-day, however, the 
Secretary announced that at the Wash- 
ington’ yard, according to the inventory 
just completed, which he. ordered to be 
made of all material on hand, a differ- 
ence was found of $8,288,270 between the 
material actually on hand and that called 
for by the books. 

There is no record of a complete in- 
ventory haying been taken within the 
last twenty-five years at this yard. It 
was on account of the antiquated methods 
of bookkeeping and accounting that Sec- 
retary Meyer employed accountants in 
July, 1900, not only in the department 
but in the navy yards. After the Secre- 
tary had made public the findings of the 
inventory he read toe reporters extracts 
from a report to him made by a Paymas- 
ter of the navy yard.. In this report the 
suggestion was offered that such a dif- 
ference was natural in a yard where ord- 
hance was manufactured,

WAS IN McKINLEY'S CABINET 


But Consistently’ Refused Political 
Preferment, Once Declining the 
Nomination for Governor. 


Cornelius N. Bliss, merchant. Secretary 
of the Interior in President McKinley's 
administration, and Treasurer of the Re- 
publican National Committee in four suc- 
cessive campaigns, died last night at his 
residence, 29 Hast Thirty-seyenth Street. 
The .cause of death was heart disease, 
due in great measure to extreme age. . He 
was 78 years old, 

‘Mr. Bliss’s health began to. fail about 
@ year ago. Me spent the Summer as 
usual at his country home in Oceanid, 
N. J., but wag so feeble that he wads 
able to leave the house oniy a few times 
during the Summer. He took one or 
two automobile drives during August with 
Dr. Arthur- W. Bingham of 266 West 
Eighty-eighth Street, who was with Mr. 
Bliss constantly ‘after his health gave 
way. , 

=a ‘spite of his feebleness, Mr. Bliss re- 
tained full possession of his faculties. Ac 
companied by Dr. Bingham and his’ two 
children, Miss Lily Bliss and Cornelius N. 
Bliss, Jr., he returned from Oceanic to. 
his East Thirty-seventh Street city resi- 
dence two weeks ago. A special steamer 
was chartered for the purpose. 

An example of Mr. Bliss’s kindly dispo- 
sition and consideration occurred when 
reporters tried to obtain information con- 
eérning his condition when the boat land- 
ed at a pier in this city. In view of. hig 
eondition, his. family wished to take him 
to his residence quickly, without making 
any statement for the newspapers, 

“T have. occupied public office so. long 
that the newspapers have certain rights 
regarding me,” Mr. Bliss said smilingly 
at the time. Then he dictated to his 
family and physician a statement to give 
to the press. According-to Dr. Bingham 
last night, he retained’ consciousness up 
to -& few moments before his death at 
7 o'clock, 

Great regret was éxpressed among mem- 
bers of Mr. Bliss’s political party last 
night when his death was made 

“Mr, Bliss was one. of our most, public- 
bririted citizens, a man of the highest in- 


fegrity,”, said Seth Low, when ‘the news|,

“2, am deeply enered to hear of Mr,i. 
Blise’s death,” said Otto T, . Bannard, 
President of the Republican Club “I 
knew him only casually, and he had not

But he will always remain a 
distinguished and highly ponored figure 
in the history of Republican politics,” 

At Mr. Bligs'’s bedside when he died 
were his wife, his daughter, Miss Lily 
Bliss; his son, Cornelius, Jr., and his phy- 
sicians, Dr. F. P, Kinnicutt, Dr. Draper, 
and Dr. Bingham. 

The funeral. arrangements will be an- 
nounced by the family to-day. 


His Campaign Fand Work. 

Cornelius Newton Bliss, though one of 
the big merchants of New York, was 
best known to the public as Treasurer of 
the Republican National Committeé, an 
office he held for many years, during 
which he: raised several large campaign 
funds, chiefly from the protected inter- 
ests. He was also President of the Amer- 
ican Protective Tariff League, which he 
was instrumental.in founding. 

He handled the party's finances in: 1906, 
when the Harriman fund of $260,000 was 
raised to ald in the election of President 
Roosevelt, and when Mr. Bliss himself 
solicited and -obtained a contribution of 
$100,000 from the Standard Oi] Company. 
Among ‘the contributors to the $260,000 
fund, according to reports, were H. McK. 
Twombly, Chauntey M: Depew, Janiés 
Haren Hyde, the Equitable’ Life Assur- 
ance Society, George W. Perkins, H. H. 
Rogers, Join D, Archbold, William Rock- 
eféller, James Speyer; and Mr. Biss. 

Mr. Bliss was also active in local Re- 
publican, politics and had much to do 
with the election of Mayor Strong in 
1894, but, although frequently: urged to 
do so, he tGonsistently refused to accept 
nomination or appointment to publitc of- 
fice, with the single exception of a brief 
term as Secretary of the Interior in Mo- 
Kinley’s Cabinet. 

Mr. Bilss’s service as Treasurer of the 
National Committee began as far back 
as 1802, and President Harrison was 
ready to offer hima Cabinet portfolio} or 
had he not restrained his “friends from 
presenting his name.

Woman Suffrage, the initiative, Refer- 
endum, and Recall Are the Issues:

SAN FRANCISCO, Ost. 9.—At a special 
election to-morrow the people of UCali- 
fornia will vote on twenty-three amend- 
ments to the State constitution, includ- 
ing those providing for woman suffrage, 
; the initiative, referendum, and recall. In 
‘addition’ to these tfadical amendments 
; there is one to prevent legal delays and 
;migcarriage of justice owing to techni- 
calities, and also a provision for county 
charters, 

The chief interest, centres in the 
suffrage battle, in which women from 
all parts.of the country have. taken part. 








| During the last three weeks there has 


been an active campaign for and against 
{ the measure, and both sides express con- 
fidence in the result. The general opinion 
is that suffrage will win. Southern Cali- 
fornia is expected to give a majority of 
15,000 for the suffrage amendment, while 
other eeunties outside of San Francisco 
are expected to increase this majority. 
In this city. the result will be close. 

Gov. Johnson has made: an active per- 
sonal canvass of the State in the interest 
of direct legislation and the recall, and it 
is thought that he has won his fight. The 


recall provision applies to Judges as well 
as to executive officers. 


Callaghan for Municipal Judge. 

Alderman Stephen Callaghan was nomi- 
nated last night by the Republicans for 
Judge of the Sixth Municipal Court Dis- 
trict, Brooklyn.

Rules as He Did That Benzoate of 
‘Soda Is Harmful as a Food 
Preservative.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—The newly con- 
stituted Food and Drug Inspection Board 
in the Department: of Agriculture. to-day 
held its first meeting since Solicitor Mc- 
Cabe withdrew and R. E. Doolittle, for- 
Mmerly chief of the department’s chemical 
laboratory in Néw York, was appointed 
in his place. Dr. Doolittle was present 
and so, too, was Dr. Dunlap, the assist- 
ant chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, 
who with Mr. McCabe constituted such 
an aggravating majority to Dr. Wiley. 
But Dr. Dunlap’s vacation began to-day 
and this may prove to have been his last 


appearance in the board. Dr. Dunlap 
turned over to Dr. Wiley. all the cases 
pending before the heard, Dr. Doolittle 
will act as Secretary of the board and 
keep the records of cases considered for 
Prosecution, _ 

Dr. Wiléy. said. to-day that he’ would 
look into the practice of shipping im- 
mature and unripe fruit to market. Un- 
ripe fruit is sent In cartoad lots to New 
York, said Dr. Wiley, and there the prac- 
ticed “ ripener ” gets busy with his color- 
ing process. After a two days’ treatment 
the green orange or banana bears an 
outer dress of apparently natural yellow, 
and its appearance will deceive ajl save 
the practiced eye. The sweated fruit is 
then repacked and shipped to other cities. 

Dr. Viley said that the Bureau of 
Chemistry depended upon its advisers at 
the several original shipping points for 
information as to the shipment of unripe 
fruits.

The Governor of Indiana, which State is 
now involved in a benzoate of soda war 
with certain canners, requested the State 
Department to obtain a copy of the find- 
ings of the German health officials. Al- 
though it has been known that the so- 
called Prussian Referee Board sided yet 
Dr. Wiley in the controversy this GoVarn- 
ment has been without a full copy of the 
report urtil to-day. Dr. Wiley, who reads 
German, analyzed the report with con- 
siderable satisfaction this morning. 

he report contains a full history of 
the American controversy over ben- 
zoate of soda, including a résume of the 
opinion of Dr. Wiley, the creation of the 
jy Remsen Board by order of President 
Roosevelt, and the opinion of that board 
reversing the chief ¢ehemist.

of the State’s judiciary system is closed by 
what seems an arbitrary act.

|MAGISTRATE. BLAMES MAYOR 


Says Latter Is Trying to Get Back at 
Him for Attack Last Spring— 
Defends His Action. e 


The controversy between the Mayor and 
Police Magistrate Joseph E. Corrigan over 
the vice conditions of the city and the 
lack of police protection, which resulted 
last Spring in an official invéstigation 
by a special Grand Jury, was renewed 
yesterday when Police Commissioner 
Waldo sent to Mr. Gaynor a letter in 
which he said that the Magistrate had 
issued a pistol permit on Oct. 4 to Charles 
Boston, the Chinese merchant of 11 Mott 
Street, and advised that it be revoked. 

This is the letter: 


Sir: Iam in receipt of a letter, signed by 
the chief clerk of the Board of City Magis- 
trates, informing me that Magistrate Cor- 
rigan on Oct. 4 issued a pistol permit to 
one Charles Boston of 11 Mott Street. I 
inclose herewith records from the Bureau 
of Criminal Identification, Including news- 
paper clippings, showing that Boston is a 
notorious opium trader, has been arrested 
by the Federal authorities, was the former 
Ly gah sd of a notorious Chinatown dive, 
and is one of the Tong leaders of that 
district, whose shooting affrays have scan- 
-Galized the community for years. It would 
appear that the best interests of the pub- 
lic’ would be served by having this permit 
revoked. er addition to these facts, Boston 
is not a citizen of the United States. The 
law prescribes that a person who is not a 
citizen of the United States who shall have 
or oarry firearms shall be guilty of a fel- 
ony. It would appear, therefore, that this 
man has been granted rmission by the 
Magistrate to commit.a felony. 

I would request that records and clippings 
attached hereto be returned to this office, 
as they are part of the records of the Bu- 
reu of Criminal Identification. Very re- 
spectfully, . WALDO, 

Police Commissioner. 

Attached to the letter was a report by 
the Inspector in. charge of the Detective 
Bureau, Edward P. Hughes, in which 
Charles Boston is referred to as ‘' Lee 
Quon Jung, alias Lee Quong, alias Bos- 
ton Charlie."’ 
the reputed owner of an opium joint at 
496 Seventh Avenue, which was raided by 
Federal officers on July 25, 1911, and that 
he lived at 11 Mott Btreet, having been 
for years the owner of a saloon at 41 
Mott Street. With this were also news- 
paper clippings describing the raid and 
Boston’s arrest. 

**I desire to enter into no controversy 
over Commissioner. Waldo’s letter,”’ said 
Magistrate Corrigan. ‘In giving the 
permit to Boston I was not giving any 
special privilege. . For several years I 
have given Boston a similar permit. He 
ig a big merchant in Mott Street and car- 
ries large sums of money. It may te 
true that he is a member of a ‘Tong,’ 
but then so are many other prominent 
Chinese merchants and business men. 

“ Boston, in applying for a permit, has 
always represented himself as an Amer- 
ican citizen. So far as I know he is one. 
I think he was born in San Francisco. 
He. has never been convicted of any 


crime. It is true that he was indicted cn 
the charge of smuggling opium, but the 
charge was never pressed, and I do not 
believe it ever will be. I have conducted 
tnyself in this case exactly as I shoyld 
in any similar case, and I fail to see 
where I have laid myself open to criti- 
cism. ; 

‘As far as I can make out, the Mayor 
is simply trying to get back at mie for at- 
tacking him and the police last Spring. 
If the people of this city were better pro- 
tected by the police there would be no 
need of permits to carry firearms. The 
Sullivan law is ridiculous. It protects the 
thugs and highbinders, as it prohibita a 
citizen from having a weapon in his 
home to protect himself with.” 

The Magistrate said he -.has issued 
twenty permits for. carrying weapons, 
and that he has been criticised only in 
regard to the Boston case. 

Mayor Gaynor would make no comment 
on the Magistrate's staternent or on Com- 
missioner Waldo's letter. 

The controversy between the Mayor and 
the Magistrate over vice and police con- 
ditions commenced when the latter tn an 
open letter on March 22 last said that the 
town was far more wide open than under 
Devery, that graft was rampant, that all 
sorts of laws were broken daily, and that 
the police were powerless to cope with an 
influx of criminals of ail kinds, and that 
the Mayor was sa Shag | responsible for 
these conditions. The Mayor character- 
ized the Magistrate's charges as ‘ sedi- 
tious.”’” A Grand Jury investigation re- 
sulted in several reforms being recom- 
mended, and Police Commissioner Cropsey 
was removed by the Mayor a short time 
afterward. t

The shaft in which the explosion oc- 
curred ig jn the West Drive, about a 
qgarter of a mile east of Centra) Park 
West on a. direct line with Sixty-six 
Street. The work has been going on for 
several weeks, the ccentractors being the 
Dravo Construction Company of Pitts- 
burgh. The shaft will be 200 feet ‘deep 
when completed and is being sunk 
through a solid layer of rock, making a 
great deal of dynamiting necessary. 

Five pneumatic drills are being operated 
in the shaft and as soon as ten-ho'es are 
completed 3 inches in diameter and eight 
feet in depth the charges are set off. On 
Saturday night, just before work ceased 
theten holes were ready.

packed and set off and it was supposed 
that all ten had been exploded. At that 
time John Smith, an Inspector of _the 
Bureau of Combustib!es was there. 

Shortly after midnight yesterda 
ing the night gang reported and imme- 
djately the drilling for the dynamite 
holes began. John W. Martin, the Su- 
, perintendent In charge, was at the bottom 
| ‘ of the shaft when the pneumatic drills be- 
gan to work. Thinking everything was al] 
tright, after an inspection, he left the ex- 
~'cavation and went to his office on‘ the 
ground above, leaving Kearney, the fore- 
man, in charge.

Rallway Engineer Says Present Pri-

‘Opposition to the plan of the New York 

Central for the abolition of its freight 
yards at Spuyten Duyvil and Kingsbridge | 
and’ the establishment of a much larger’ 
yard south of 230th Street, a third of a 
mile to the west of the present Kings- 
bridge yard, developed yesterday at the 
héaring before: Commissioner J. Sergeant 
Cram of the Public Service Commission. 
It was alleged that the improvements 
would necessitate the closing of the Spuy- 
ten Duyvil Road, a.thoroughfare of con- 
siderable valve tothe neighborhood. 

Frank D. Bardwell, assistant to the 
chief engineer in charge of the electric 
zone improvement department of the New 
York Central, examined by Alexander 8. 
Lyman, counsel for the railway company, 
explained what the improvement would 
mean. The new Kingsbridge yard, he 
said, would extend about 1,000 feet along 
230th Street and about the same distance 
to the southward, and would have a much 
greater capacity than. the two yards it 
is intended to close. 

Moreover, said Mr. Bardwell, the in- 
tended elevation of 230th Street over the 
tracks of the Putnam Division would se- 
riously decrease the capacity of the pres- 
ent Kingsbridge yard, which, with the 
Spuyten' Duyvil yard, is even now inade- 
quate to serve the necessities of the rap- 
idly growing business of the railway. It 
would be necessary, if the old yard re- 
mained, to bulld a.ramp 200 or 300 feet 
long to make it possible for wagons to 
descend from the elevated street to its 
level. The proposed yard would, on the 
other hand, be.on the level of the street. 

Mr. Lyman gave assurance for the com- 
pany that it did not intend to discontinye 
the two private sidings near the Spuyten 
Duyvil yard. One of these serves the 
steel casting ‘plant of Isaac G. Johnson &

CANADA'S. POLICY: "IS OITED 


Classmate of President at Yale Among 
the: Signers Who: Think “ Bill 
Taft Is Making Good.” 


MERIDEN, Conn.,. Oct. 9.—A number of 
Meriden citizens to-ddy addressed ah ap- 
peal to’ President Taft to investigate the 
Sagar Trust, giving as'a reason the high 
price of sugar. Among those who signed 
the letter to the President: were Dr. E. W. 
Smith, a classmate at Yate of President 
Taft, and William H.-Howes, who has 
been prominent in local civic reforms. 
The .letter in’ part follows: 

“We, wish to. call your attention to the 
fact that since adjournment’ of Congress 
the price of sugar has nearly doubled. 
No reports have appeared “in the public 
press of any shortage in the sugar crop, 
and no good reason has been given for the 
increasé in price. But the Sugar Trust 
has been to great éxpense for defense 
of charges of grafting and for heavy fines 
for being caught with the goods, and we 
believe the price of sugar has been ad- 
vanced. to cover these expenses. 

“ Recent investigations have shown that 
from corset springs. under scale: beams 
to bribery of United States officials, moth- 
ing has escaped the notice of the ‘Sugar 
Trust that could be used’ to -rob the 
people, Within a. short time one of our 
coteries of trust magnates laid plans to 
do business in Canada. The Canadian 
Government did not let them skin the 
Reople for forty years before it acted. 

¢ trust. magnates were notified that if 


they started “nr holdup operations they 
would go to as*soon as they could 
ound, The trust m 


ates decided 
not to do business in Canada. 

‘We admire the splendid spirit of the 
Canadian officials. he jail is the place 
to punish the trust pirates. Fines have 
no more effect than shot blown from a 
bean blower. We are‘heartily sick of see- 
ing the American peoplk stand like help- 
less cattle and be robbed by those trusts. 

“We have: heard of no move to in- 
vestigate the adVance in: sugar, but in 
the street, the train, the factory, and 
the market place we have hea from 
the class of man that make up the brawn 
and sinew of the Nation that Bill Taft is 
peaking Fees: hig methods are. different 
from *s—but he is on the job! 

“We believe there is a splendid op-

HEREDITARY CRIMINALITY. 


Doctors: and Lawyers Discuss Prob- 
lems of Vasectomy. 


At a meeting of the'Society of Medical 
Jurisprudence. at the Academy of Medi- 
cine last evening the sterilization of 
criminals was the subject of a discussion 
based on a paper read by Judge Warren 
W., Foster of General Sessions. This pa- 
per, “* Hereditary: Criminality and. Its Cer- 
tain Cure,” appeared’two years ago in 
& magazine, but the Judge said "that al- 
though he had tried to keep abreast of 
the subject by reading he had found little 
that was new to add to his first 
tation. Vasectomy, as provided for: un- 
der the laws of Indiana and Connecticut, 
was explained, and at least a serious con. 
sideration of its merits was urged. 

Among those who talked on the subject 
were Dr. Carlos F. MacDonald, Dr. Frank 
W. Robertson, and George Gordon Battle. 
Mr. Battle, more concretely than the 
other speakers, pointed out the difficul- 
ties that would have to be overcome and 
the arguments that would have to be 
met before such a practice could become 
@ practicable law in this Sta while ex- 
pressings sy sympathy withaAts intention and 

is conviction that it should be thor- 
oughly studied. He did not fear its be-

Mrs. R. .H.. Barlow, ‘representing the 
Merion Cricket Club of Philadelphia, won 
the qualification prize with a score of 87 
in the eighteen-hole test of the woman's 
National championship over the links of 
the Baitusrol Golf Club yesterday.

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THE CITY’S GROWTH. 

The Census Bureau reports, that this 
city thcreased ‘its population by ¥329,- 
681 between 1900 and 1910. Inasmuch 
a& the State has no other city with a 

- population equal to one-half:the growth 
ef this citf in that decade, and since 
the Nation supplies only two cities of a 
population larger than New. York's 
‘growth, it might.be, thought that this 
record ought to satisfy the most exact- 
ing demand. The cause for dissatis- 
faction’ lies in the fact that:-New ‘York 
City is not maintaining its ‘ratio of 
growth,’ and in the «reasons for the 
slackening rate of addition to our citi- 
zenship.. Not too much stress. need be 
laid upon the declinirg ratio: It is not 
to be expected that a city of millions 
should grow like one of thousands, and 
if it did the growth might not be desir- 
able. Still the fact is that out of 
twelve censuses the last is one of the 
four which have recorded declining 
‘yates of growth. It is not surprising 
that the population should be checked 

; after a great panic, or after the civil 
‘war. There is no such explanation_ of 
the fatt that in the last decade the rate 
of the city’s growth was only 38 per 
eent. instead of the customary excess 
of over 50 per cent. The cause for re- 
tnark les in the fact that the last dec- 

‘de was one of exceptional prosperity, 
and also one of quite unusual improve- 
ment of our transit facilities, and yet 
the city failed to equal its standard of 
growth. 

It is easy to trace the restriction of 
the rate of the city’s growth to the ab- 
normal development of transit facilities. 
Many thousands of our legitimate pop- 
wlation have leaked away across the 
Hudson River, and yet it is hard to ap- 
prove the policy of impeding this move- 
ment to the westward by crippling the 
private transit improvements which 
have made it possible. It would be bet- 
ter policy to develop the plainly ap- 
parent preference for growth to the 
eastward. This is easily detected in 
the check to the growth northward, and 
in the actual growth eastward in spite 
of manifold discouragements. Manhat- 
tari and the Bronx together in the last 
decade grew by 711,922, while Brooklyn 
grew by 467,769. The disproportion be- 
tween the growth of Brooklyn and the 
growth of the two boroughs usually as- 
sociated with the name of New York 

_ City is even more striking. If the com- 
parison be carried back for another dec- 
ede the growth of Brooklyn alone is 
larger than the growth of the other two 
im the last decade. It is a demonstra- 
tion that if the city is to maintain its 
rate of growth it must do so in the area 
to the east. The attempt to build up 
the city on a spine twenty miles long, 
ylegiectifig’ or rather discouraging lat- 
eral growth, is approaching failure, or 
rather has failed. 

The reason that it did not fail sooner 
les in the abnormal development of the 
northward moverient of population in 

_ spite of the great efforts it made to 
ltve shorter distances to the eastward of 
its place of work and business.

PARK GRABBING AGAIN. : 

The amendment to the military law 
in relation to armories, passed at the 
recent session of the Legislature and 
approved. by the Governor, ‘justifies 
Park Commissioner STOVER’s apprehen- 
sion that some part of Riverside Park 
may be seized for an armory site. The 
section relating to new sites for armo- 
ries in the City of New York provides 
that “no site shall be located in any 
park, * * * provided that this pro- 
vision. shall not apply to the location 
of sites for the Naval Militia.” 

Commissioner STOVER objected to a 
grant of water front lots adjacent to 
Riverside Park for the building of a 
pier and boathouse for the Naval Mil- 
itia, on the ground that the plan in- 
cluded a seizure of. park land for a 
new armory. This amazing exemption 
of the Naval Militia from the prohibi- 
tion against the use of parks by the 
National Guard indicates that his -ob- 
jection is well founded. The park 
grabbers never sleep. They are always 
at work in one direction while the pro- 
tectors of the parks are fighting against 
invasion in another. Last year much 
energy was required to save one of the 
parks in the Bronx from the invasion 
of the Eighth Regiment. The attempt 
of the Naval Militia to take park land 
away from the city must be as vigor- 
ously opposed.

CATHOLICS AND THE GOVERNOR- 
SHIP. 

“Why not try a Catholic Governor 
of New York again,” said Archbishop 
FARLEY at the unveiling of the tablet 
placed on the walls of St. Peter’s 
Church in memory of THoMAS DONGAN, 
the first Colonial Governor of New 
York, who was a Catholic. The Arch- 
bishop directs attention to the fact that 
Gov. Donagan was the first and the 
last Governor of the Catholic faith that! 

New York has had. 

We know no reason why New York 
should. not have a Catholic Gov- 
ernor. We do not believe anybody can 
imagine or formulate a good reason 
why a Catholic should not be elected 
Governor provided he was a fit man, 
the right man for the place. The 
fact that he was a Catholic would 
be no reason for electing him; it is, 
also, no reason why, being nominated, 
he should be defeated. 

The Democratic nominating machin- 
ery of the State has for a good many 
years been either within the actual con- 
trol of Roman Catholics or else so far 
subject to their influenge as to be 
practically under their control. If they 
have refused to put a Catholic in 
nomination it could have been on ac- 
count of no prejudice or sentiment of 
bigotry; it may have been owing to 
their judgment of what was politically 
expedient or advantageous. The Ker- 
nan precedent has sometimes ‘been 
cited as evidence of the political inex- 
pediency of nominating a Catholic. 
But certainly that was not conclusive 
either way. FRANCIS KERNAN was a 
very highly respected man, a Demo- 
crat whom his party ang the State had 
honored with high public office. Inj; 
1862 he was elected to Congress over 
Roscoe -CoNKLING in the Oneida .dis- 
trict. He was a member of the Con- 
stitutional Convention of 1867. In 
1872 he was the nominee of the Demo- 
crats and Liberal Republicans for 
Governor against Jonn A. Dix. Mr. 
KERNAN received 392,350 votes, against 
445,801 cast for Drx. Mr. KERNAN 
ran some five or six thousand behind 
the other nominees on the ticket, Mr. 
Deprrew, who was the Liberal Repub- 
lican and Democratic candidate for 
Lieutenant Governor, receiving 397,- 
264. But, decidedly, that was not a 
good year for Democrats and Liberal 
Republicans in the State of New York. 
The Tweed Ring exposures and the 
weak Administration of Gov. Horrman 
furnished abundant local reasons for a 
transfer of power to the Republicans. 
The Democratic Party in the Nation, 
moreover, had been completely de- 
moralized by the nomination of Grez- 
Ley, and the great popularity of Grant 
had its influence, even, upon the vote 
for State officers. The five or six 
thousand fewer votes cast for KERNAN 
than for his associates on the ticket are 
the measure of whatever prejudice the 

people of the State may have had 
against a Catholic candidate. But 5,000 
more votes were polled for Kmrnan 
than for GreEeLEy, whose total in the 
State was 387,292... And! in 1875 
KERNAN was elected to the United 
States Senate. 

Once again a Catholic candidate was 
offered to the suffrage of the people. 








Governor. “He he 711,566 ohana te 
375,790 for RoBINson, and 418/567 .for 
Atonzo B. Corneuu, the Republican 
candidate, who was elected. Certainly 
no consideration of religious faith en- 
tered into that contest. Mr. KELLY 
Aid not expect to be elected—he desired 
merely to defeat Rosinson. Nor’ was 
there much evidence of religious feeling 
in the Mayoralty election in this city 
in 1880, when Mr. WiLuIAM R. Grace 
polled 101,760 votes, against 98,715 for 
‘Wit1i1aM Down, the Républican candi- 
date. Mr. Gracn was a County Democ- 
Yacy man. The County Democracy 
was the only organization of Demo- 
crats in this city that within memory 
has effectively downed Tammany and 
kept it down, But there were enough 
Tammany men left to keep Mr. Gracz’s 
vote a good deal below the full Demo- 
cratic total, for in that year Hancock 
polled 128,000 votes in the city. The 
difference between that vote and the 
vote for Graces is to be accounted for 
not on religious but on local political 
grounds. In 1884, when GRacm ran 
again for Mayor, he received 96,288 
to 85,361 cast for HucH J. GRANT, and 
44,386 cast for the Republican candi- 
date, Grpss, nicknamed the “ wicked.” 

Archbishop Faruey in the course of 
his address said that ‘‘ where the liber- 
ties of a people are committed to'a 
Catholic their liberties are safer than 
when committed to any other in- 
dividual.” “We think the liberties of 
the people of New York would be just 
as safe under a Methodist, a Baptist, 
or an Episcopalian, or under a Gov- 
ernor of no church affiliation, as they 
would be under a Catholic. We do not 
see why the Archbishop should have 
supposed that there was any question 
of our liberties involved in the religious 
faith of our Governor. We do not 
know what the politicians think about 
it, but it is our judgment that a Roman 
Catholic candidate for Governor who 
was eminently qualified for the office 
would not suffer at the polls by reason 
of his religious faith. The ‘people of 
the State of New York are a sensible 
folk, and they are not bigoted.

CHICAGO’S ANNIVERSARY. 

Chicago yesterday celebrated the 
fortieth anniversary of the great fire 
of 1871 which destroyed a third of the 
city, the best part of it, killed 300 hu- 
man beings, and caused a money loss 
of $200,000,000, according to the Chi- 
cago estimate. It has long been rec- 
ognized that, apart from the loss of 
human life, the fire was a boon to 
Chicago. The reawakening of the en- 
ergy of the citizens, the quick and, at 
least, comparatively safe rebuilding of 
the city, and its rapid growth there- 
after were counted among nineteenth 
century marvels. But the blessing wag 
well disguised, and the calamity 
shocked the whole world. It seemed 
at the time the greatest of its kind. 
There had been great fires earlier in 
the century, such as New York’s in 
1835, Hamburg’s in 1842, the almost 
complete destruction of St. John’s, 
Newfoundland, in 1848, the firecracker 
conflagration which destroyed nearly 
all the business part of Portland, Me., 
July 4, 1866, and two in Constantino- 
ple which caused an enormous loss of 
life and property. But there was no 
calamity in the earlier records of the 
century which seemed in 1871 to com- 
pare with Chicago's fire in its setback 
to trade and commerce and the afflic- 
tion it brought upon many thousands 
of men and women. Chicago bravely 
faced the situation and turned defeat 
into victory. 

Recent disasters have been more ap- 
palling. The burning and suffocation 
ef 293 persons in the Brooklyn Thea- 
tre in 1876, and the terrible slaughter 
of the Iréquois Theatre fire in Chi- 
cago, perhaps, appealed more directly 
and powerfully to the world’s sympa- 
thy. The loss of nearly 1,000 lives in 


'the burning of the steamboat General’ 
|Slocum in the East River in 1904 made 


the sacrifice of human life In Chicago's 
conflagration seem comparatively in- 
significant. Such disasters as the 
Johnstown flood, the Galveston flood, 
the Mont Pelée eruption, and the Sicil- 
ian earthquakes have tended to pre- 
pare the minds of men for reports of 
the destruction of multitudes of their 
fellow-beings without warning. 

But the Chicago fire of 1871, with 
Boston's of the following year, caused 
great reform in building methods, 
though the lesson has not yet been 
thoroughly learned, and the great fire 
of 1904 in Baltimore was only less .de- 
structive to property than those two 
of an earlier period. San Francisco’s 
disaster in .1906 was, of course, the 
worst in. the history of this country, 
but the general conflagration’ which 
caused the greater part of the $3850,- | 
000,000 loss was not preventable by 
any human agency, end the rising of 
the new San Francisco from the ashes 
is quite as remarkable as the quick 
rebuilding of Chicago.

There is soon to 
be in Cincinnati an 
election at which 
both sexes are 
privileged to vote, 
and. as women are interested in the re- 
sult, they have been registering in con- 
siderable numbers. There, as elsewhere, 
however, registration involves, not only 
the public telling, but the formal—and 
permanent—recording of the would-be 
voter's age. 

Certain malignants, who doubtless have 
the best of reasons for fearing that the 
feminine vote, if cast, would be dangerous 
or fatal to their wicked candidates and 
wickeder schemes, have been investigating 
the answers of the Cincinnat! women to 
this impertinent question, and exultantly 
announce that in many cases these an- 
swers do not accord with the facts—that, 
in short, perjury has been committed and 
jail yawns hungrily for the more or less 
fair perjurers. The threat to prosecute 
any of them who appear at the polls has 
naturally created some exeitement in Cin- 
cinnati, and if reports coming from there 
are to be trusted, few women at all deep 
in the twenties and none who have en- 
tered the forties will persist in what was 
hitherto their firm determination to exer- 
cise their franchise. 

But are the reports to be trusted? The 
registered women themselves know, of 
course, whether they fibbed or not in tell- 
ing their age—whether they acknowledged 
the years they have or only those they 
look. Unless betrayed “by relatives or 
close friends, however, they are probably 
safe enough from anything except 
twinges of conscience, and in the circum- 
stances that suffering is not likely to be 
acute. Still, the question is a rather large 
one, and apparently the suffragists have 
never boldly confronted the possibility 
that, even with the ballot won, it would 
be but little used by women until, after 
another great battle, all voters had been 
freed from the necessity of telling how 
old they were. 

Here may or may not be the last bul- 
wark of masculine superiority. Some of 
us are under the impression that a good 
many women, nowadays, hesitate no more 
than men to tell their ages, but we all 
know that in a good many more the old 
reluctance does survive, and one careful 
observer of feminine peculiarities to whom 
the problem was stated promptly declared, 
as of knowledge, that fully half the wo- 
men of voting age and desirous of the 
ballot, would reject it tf accompanied by 
compulsion to disclose their best-kept se- 
cret.

In some way or other they should 
have kept him on level ground and re- 
strained his boyish love of adventure. 

It is fitting punishment for the foolish, 
the near-wicked, Tacomites, or Tacomese, 
or Tacomans, or whatever they call them- 
Selves, that all the dispatches about that 
risky ride in the dark speak of ‘‘ Mount 
Rainier’’ and not of ‘*‘Mount Tacoma.” 
Every time that is done Tacoma winces 
and Seattle grins. As a rule, we are will- 
ing to admit that “Tacoma” would be a 
much better name for the mountain than 
“Rainier,” but for this once regret for 
the mistake of the weaklings on the 
Board of Geographic Names, 'who made 
@ mean compromise in a vain hope of 
plessing both cities, can easily be re- 
strained. It is well that Tacoma should 
suffer for its carelessness. 








“THE BIAS OF PRACTICE.” 


Is Attorney Wise Too Much of a Pros- 
ecutor? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As it strikes me, ‘‘Mr. Wise on the Morse 
Witnesses,’’ under which title you have dis- 
coursed to beneficial purpose, has suffered 
from what might be termed an “' obsession of 
the bias of practice,” an affliction to which, 
I fear, prosecuting officers—especially the suc- 
cessful ones—are not uncommonly susceptible, 
Through unremitting pursuit of illegality with, 
its attendant habit of weighing motives for 
wrong—not right—intent, what is more natural 
as a consequence than this peculiar mental col- 
oring that seemingly leads the subject into a 
maze of suspicions? What more reasonable in 
this deeply grooved line of deduction than the 
implication with respect to those who served as 
Morse witnesses? 

I remember an enthusiasm that once pos- 
sessed me for a proposed elevation of a public 
prosecuting attorney to the bench, and how 
that enthusiasm was cooled by the comment of 
one entitled to declare with some authority 
that the man was ‘‘ too much of @ prosecutor ” 
—not qualified to judge. So operates, as I 
deem it, the callousing influence of habit.

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THE “EQUAL PAY” BILL. 


Expensive, It Binds This City to Main- 
tain Wages Higher Than the Market, 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The so-called ‘‘ Equal Pay for Teach- 
ers”’ scheme, which was killed as an in- 
tegral part of the proposed Charter, has 
been Snapped through the Legislature as 
@ special bill. It is for the press to speak 
out again, and for those who opposed the 
measure while in the Charter to utter at 
least their protest against the approval 
by the Mayor and the Governor of. this 
bill, with its little-understood conse- 
quences. Three considerations only, out 
of the many, should give pause. 

First, on alutthority of a statement made 
at one of the mass meetings against the 
Charter, this bill will add to the budget 
permanently, not for a single year, from 
$3,000,000 to $7,000,000. 

Secondly, the bill ties the hands of the 
educational authorities fast. There is a 
call every little while for more men of 
the right ‘kind in the schools, but for 
three years New York's schools have not 
attracted such men, as a rule. Some 
good men have seized their opportunity 
to. leave the system. Generally, ‘their 
places have been filled with young men 
fresh from ‘college, who find little inducé- 
ment to remain permanently, and who 
are using the schools again as a step- 
ping stone to a more desirable calling. 
Now, if there shall ever arise such a 
condition that the schools must have a 
few men, or even a. single man for some 
particular position, the city is estopped 
from offering such inducements as will 
secure these few men, who generally 
must earn enough to provide for a fam- 
ily, unless the pay of many women is 
raised above a just and generous com- 
pensation, above what any one would 
dream of proposing if there.were not men 
in the system, The true title of the bill 
should be: ‘“‘An Act to Prevent the City 
of New York from Hiring Teachers at 
Market Wages.” 

Thirdly, this bill binds the city for all 
time. Its provisions can be abrogated 
only at the cost of enormous litigation. 

To such a measure does the city wish 
to commit itself?

It is, in fact, just another of those 
poees written to entertain. And entertain 
t does. According to Mr. Morton's ideas 
of these things it would seem that since 
December is empertant in most of the 
action he must have May for his bride 
in preference to June, who is a very nice 

oung man but hasn't figured very prom- 

nently in the plot. So be it. It is hardly 
likely that any one will quarrel about the 
matter, and it is reasonably certain that 
& great many people will be as satisfied 
as. Colette herself. 

“When you are silver-haired and one 
hundred," she says to her artist master 
and friend, “I will be a little old lady of 
seventy. ow happy we shall be.”’ Or 
words to that effect. 

Collette, you see, was an orphan, living

And she is 
aap htfully saucy when the woman comes 

sit for her portrait and tries to patron- 
da her about her youth, which by this 
time is giving her some concern. For she 
knows that she loves her elderly pro- 
tector, though as yet he insists to his 
friends that his interest is paternal. 

In the original play one had a delightful 
sense, especially in the first act, of 
French middle-class life. Here, of course, 
no such atmosphere is even remotely 
hinted at, nor could it be with players, 
who are either insistently English or as 
obviously Amcrican. But for all that the 
play is well staged, prettily mounted, and 
well acted, and its picture-book attrac- 
tiveness is generally maintained. 

The character of Collette provides an 
exceptionally fine medium for any youth- 
ful actress blessed with the looks, charms, 
and graces of youth. And these Miss 
Burke surely has. Since she began to ap- 
pear out of musical comedy she has had 
no role which suited her so well, none in 
which the opportunities were as great for 
personal success. There are possibilities 
of depth to Collette, heart notes, so to 
speak, which she does not strike, for her 
emotions are always from the throat and 
never seem any deeper. 

But otherwise she is charming, for she 
has the prettiness to please the eye and 
the playfulness, the coquetry, the grace, 
and the ginger to suggest the various 
lighter moods. 

Cc. Aubrey Smith, excellent actor that 
he is, finds nothing here which he can- 
not handle admirably. and there are 
good figures by George Howell, Henry 
Miller, Jr., Morton Selten, and Edwin 
Nicander, the latter being especially SF 
received in one of those low comedy réle 
which never seem quite human, but ane 
effective. Of the others Jane Evans, 
playing with a sure touch and under- 
standing, was especially successful.

He was born in Staunton, Va., being the 
son of Col. Ascher Harman of the Con- 
federate Army. His family had been 
ruined by the civil war, and 
leave Bese and support himself at 
ear! He worked, almost from the 
one for ‘contractors who built railroads. 

Wh he was hardly more than 30 years 
of e he obtained for himself the con- 
tract tor building: the Colorado Midland 
Railroad. He made the acquaintance of 
Collis P. Huntington about this time and 
was employed by Mr. Huntington on a 
business mission to London, which he ac- 
complished so successfully as to win his 
emplo rg Bey warm friendship. Then he 

that the Government of Ecuador 
bran bo very much to have a railroad 
built -from Guayaqull to Quito. 

But French and Germa® contractors 
had already tried in vain to build this 
railroad. r. Harman went down to 
Guayaquil in 1897 and rode over the three- 
hundred miles of wild territory on horse- 
back. He came back to this country and 
talked to Mr. Huntington, Abram 8. Hew- 
itt, and other American financiers about 
it. He also went to ndon to see if 
capital could be raised there. Then he 
went down and made another survey 
of the country, and signed a contract 
under which $12,200,000 in bonds, and 
$12,200,000 In preferred stock were to be 
issued, and he was to receive a certain 
number of these évery time a mile of the 
road was completed. What time during 
the ensuing fourteen years he did_ not 
spend in Ecuador, he spent in New York 
and London selling the securities received 
in this way. Two million dollars of ad- 
ditional prior lien bonds were subsequent- 
ly issued by the road under a later con- 
tract. 

Mr. Harman was married and is sur- 
yived by a widow and daughter. He was 
a A ee 2 of few social organizations. 

Harman’s interment will take 
oes in Staunton, Va. Ronaee being 
President of the Guayaquil! & Quito Rall- 
road, he was a Director of the Andean 
Trad Company, and Vice President 
and Director of the Harman Company.

OCTOBER CROP. OUTLOOK 


Department Report Showe Only Minor 
Variations September iIndica- 
tlons—Good German Bank Return. 


Not much change in the season’s crop 
outlook was indicated in yesterday's re- 
port of the Department of Agriculture on 
the condition of the grain crops. The 
corn estimate in this report is a trifle 
larger than the September figures, and 
the promised yield of oats is also shown 
to have been somewhat. increased. during 
the past month, while there was a small 
decrease in the expected Spring wheat 
yiela. Some talk of slight damage to corn 
by frost was heard yesterday, but it is 
not. believed that much of this crop is 
still exposed to danger from this source, 
and in general yesterday’s crop report 
maybe regarded as fixing the yield of 
the principal cereals this year at totals 
considerably under the best. records of 
the past, put not very far short of the 
average of recent years. On the day of 
the presentation of this record of the sea- 
son’s grain yield special Interest attaches 
to the further decline which occurred in 
cotton prices, which reflected the cumu- 
lative- effect of the expectation that this 
very important crop will be the largest 
that the South has ever produced. 

The principe] incidents in the day’s 
trading on-the Stock Exchange were the 
pressure put upon Reading in the early 
trading from which the stock only par- 
tially recovered, and the afternoon's sharp 
advance in Louisville & Nashville and 
Atlantic Coast Line shares, as well as in 
the bonds of the Atlantic Coast Line, un-

capital account, with expected benefits to 
the stockholders. Nothing was heard yes- 
terday, however, of a revival of these 
plans at the present juncture. 

In its weekly statement the Imperial 
Bank of Germany reported yesterday re- 
ductions In loans and in circulation, and 
inereases in cash holdings, which were in 
keeping with the easier position which the 
Berlin market assumed during the past 
week following the bank statement of a 
week ago, which showed the unusual 
strain which had been put upon the Ber- 
lin money market fn connection with the 
end of September requirements.

Howard EHiott, President of the North- 
ern Pacific Railway, who has been in 
New York for several days for the pur- 
pose of attending the annual meeting and 
the organization meeting of the Directors, 
will start for home to-day, going by way 
of Boston. Mr. Elliott appears to be con- 
fident that his company will continue to 
earn its 7 per cent. dividend, notwith- 
standing the reverses of retent years. The 
annual report of ‘the Northern Pacific, 
which is expected to-day, will show a de- 
crease in operating revenues of $9,612,000 
from last year. Reductions in operating 
expenses totaled $6,257,000, but the net 
earnings available for charges and divi- 
denis decreased $3,365,000. The gross in- 
come of $27,668,000 provides for the full 
year's dividends with a margin of slightly 
more than $3,000,000. The loss in revenues 
was due principally to a drop of more 
than $4,000,000 tn grain business, follow- 
ing the partial crop failure in the North- 
ern Pacific's territory, and--of $500,000 
in lumber tonnage.

Europe and Copper. 


A decrease of more than 19,000,000 
pounds tn copper exports between Aug. 
31 and Sept. 30 as revealed in the figures 
of the Copper Producers’ Association 
made public yesterday, fulfills predictions 
that the sudden check sustained by busi- 
ness in Germany and. on the Continent 
generally, would cut the demand for cop- 
per down substantially. All the year Eu- 
rope has been the best customer of the 
American copper producers, the excess of 
copper exported over that sold for do- 
mestic consumption in the first nine 
months of 1911 amounting to something 
more than 385,000,000 pounds. This is in 
contrast with last year's showing of 
greater consumptive demand in this coun- 
try, the domestic deliveries exceeding ex- 
ports in 1910 by nearly 27,000,000 pounds. 
The falling off in exports in September to 
50,824,011, against 69,855.600 pounds in 
August, made the month's record the low- 
est in the year, with the exception of Feb- 
ruary, when shipments abroad were only 
45,111,019. The poor showing of exports 
accounts for the increase in stocks of 
marketable copper on hand, for although 
domestic consumption also fell away in 
September, the loss was only 2,623,78u 
pounds, while production was reduced by 
9,904,717 pounds, to 115,588,950. 

*,* 
London Stocks at Lowest Since ’08. 

The depression in London Stock Ex- 
change securities, which moved in Au- 
gust in much the same measure as on the 
New York Exchange, continued in Lon- 
don through September with, apparently, 
Sreater effect than here. There is no 
computation of monthly fluctuations in 
the market values of leading securities 
made here to correspond with that of 
the Bankers’ Magazine of London, but 
that the decline in London was more 
Severe is evidenced by the fall in market 
values there in September to the lowest 
level since the Spring of 1908. The Lon- 
don authority takes 887 standard securi- 
ties as a basis for its calculations. The 
aggregate market value of these on Sept. 
21 was £3,558,797,000, against £3,611,568, - 
000 on Aug. 21, a decrease of £52,771,000. 
At £3,558,797,000 the list is at its lowest 
point since April, 1908 It is to be remem- 
bered, however, that in 1907-08 there were 
no such heavy declines in London as 
here. The Bankerg’ Magazine, comment- 
ing on the situation, remarks that the 
September depression was common at 
nearly all of the Buropean bourses, “ the 
uncertainty with regard to Morocco, com- 
bined with economic and political influ- 
ences affecting the various centres, oc- 
casioning a vast amount of liquidation in 
publio securities,” The list includes the

COMMODITY MARKETS. 


T.—The trade was dull all the session, 
closing with insignificant net changes.
